GREENBRIAR HEATS UP AGAIN 


Land-Clearing Operation 
Raises Many Questions

Impressed Greenbelt city officials witnessed a two-hour dem¬ 
onstration of a new land-clearing operation on Saturday, March 
24, that they hoped would break the impasse over the controversy 
that has enveloped development plans for the Smith-Ewing tract. 
However, at week's end, uncertainty as to the availability of the 
equipment injected a sobering note. 


GHI Board Decides That Pilot 

Project Heels More Study

By a 6-2 vote, the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors 
reluctantly decided at a special meeting on March 28 that a frame 
home pilot project was not feasible for 1973. However, it voted to 
continue the planning for the renovation project with the aim of 
holding a membership meeting this fall to secure membership ap¬ 
proval for a pilot project in 1974. Dave Lange and Don Volk 
voted against the motion because they felt that a pilot project 
was still feasible in 1973. Voting the other way were James Smith, 
Nat Shinderman, Norman Weyel, Janet James, Tony Lynch, and 
Tom White. Absent was Howard Brooks. 


The demonstration, which fea¬ 
tured a combined scissor-chipper- 
grinder operation, took place in 
Fredericksburg, Virginia before 
city manager James Giese, assist¬ 
ant city manager Dennis Piendak, 
and council members Charles 
Schwan, Rhea Cohen, Gil Wei- 
denfeld. 

Background 

Council now has before it a pro¬ 
posal to amend the city’s anti¬ 
burning ordinance to permit use of 
open pit burning (also known as 
the air curtain destructor method) 
in connection with the clearance of 
the Smith-Ewing tract for the 
Greenbriar apartment complex and 
the Franklin D. Roosevelt senior 
high school. The matter is sched¬ 
uled to come up once again at next 
Monday's council meeting. 

The ACD method is favored by 
the Greenbriar developer, Alan 
Kay, and the builders of the high 
school because it is said to be 
cheaper than any other method of 
clearing the land. Environmental¬ 
ists oppose the ACD because they 
fear the pollution effects on vital 
air resources. They favor methods 
which will make use of the trees 
by producing chips. 

“Efficient Operation” 

The Greenbelt contingent de¬ 
scribed the land-clearing demon¬ 
stration at Fredericksburg as “ef¬ 
ficient, clean and ecologically 
sound,’ and felt the operation had 
several advantages over tradition¬ 
al methods of land clearance. In 
the first place, a special scissons- 
like device cleanly shears fair-siz¬ 
ed trees at the stump at the rate of 
approximately i% trees a minute. 
Conventional methods of bulldoz¬ 
ing the trees and pulling out the 
stumps by the roots rip up the 
ground surface. The scissors ma¬ 
chine also has the advantage of sit¬ 
ting on a tractor with a cab that 
is heated or air-conditioned and 
thus able to operate in any kind of 
weather. 

In the Fredericksburg operation, 
the cut trees were stacked by the 
scissors machine into a pile and 
then fed to the chipper through 
another tractor machine equipped 
with a claw. The # chipper then 
grinds the trees into chips which 
are blown into large enclosed 


semi-trailer trucks for hauling to 
a Pennsylvania paper mill. 

Special Stump Remover 

A specially-devised machine is 
then used to eliminate the stumps, 
which otherwise would have to be 
burned or hauled away to land 
fills. The stump remover has a big 
drum with teeth which can grind 
up a stump rapidly some 30 inches 
below the surface. The chips and 
dust from the stumps mix with 
the surface soil and rot. 

The stump grinder was the in¬ 
vention of the contractor, Manfred 
Goetz, who said that he could clear 
land for $1,200 to $2,500 an acre, de¬ 
pending on the teirrain and other 
features of the site. He said he can 
clear a heavily loaded tract of ab¬ 
out five acres a day, requiring the 
hauling of about 20 truckloads of 
chipps (22-28 tons per truck). (Kay 
is quoted as saying that this new 
method will cost $1,000 an acre 
more than the ACD method.) 

According to city officials, there 
is a question as to the availability 
of the equipment. There is at pre¬ 
sent only one stump grinder of this 
design in the country. Kay said 
that the contractor informed him 
that the machine would not be av¬ 
ailable for at least eight weeks. 
Kay received his building permit 
from the county two weeks ago 
and any delay, he said, would be 
costly. 

Choices Facing Council 

If the new operation is not feas¬ 
ible, then council is faced with 
the choice of permitting the ACD 
method, insisting upon chipping, 
or settling for some combination 
of the two. The ACD method has 
the advantage of economics, but 
not much is known about the pol¬ 
lutants that may be emitted by the 
burning. Proponents of the ACD 
method, on the other hand, point 
to the pollutants that may be pro¬ 
duced by the chipping machines 
and also note the pollution created 
by truck exhausts in hauling away 
stumps and unused chips. They 
also make much of the fact that 
the ACD method has been approv¬ 
ed for use by the Federal, State and 
county governments.

Civic Groups 
Appeal To 
WSSC To 
Defer Action

On March 28, the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission 
(WSSC) took under advisement 
the matter of sewer projects that 
would serve as emergency trans¬ 
mission lines for the Greenbriar 
sewage treatment plant. These lin¬ 
es are needed so that, in the event 
a problem developed at the plant, 
the sewage effluent would flow di¬ 
rectly into the public system in¬ 
stead of into the receiving stream. 
This action was taken after the 
Prince Georges Environment Coali¬ 
tion (PGEC) requested a defer¬ 
ment until the State Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene (SDH- 
MH) responded to certain ques- 
tions relating to the plant. 

Among the points that concern- 
ed PGEC were: 

(1) Appeals are pending before 
Dr. Neil Solomon, State Secretary 
of Health and before the State 
Board of Review for reconsidera¬ 
tion and reversal of the approval 
given on March 2, 1973 for the is¬ 
suance of a point of discharge per¬ 
mit 

(2) Questions remain whether 
the sewage plant complies with the 
Ten-Year Water and Sewer plan 
with respect to provisions for 
sludge removal, an emergency 
connection with the WSSC com¬ 
munity sewer system ,and enclo¬ 
sure of effluent in a pipe to a point 
where there is continuous year- 
round flow /)f water, as recom¬ 
mended by the city of Greenbelt. 

The latter point is causing spe¬ 
cial concern because current plans 
call for piping to a tributary of 
the Beaverdam Creek located on 
the NASA property, after which 
the stream flows under the Park¬ 
way through parcels 1 and 2 (land 
between GHI properties and the 
Parkway). 

Rhea Cohen, speaking for PG¬ 
EC, charged that this stream “is 
by no means a free-flowing year- 
round, or perennial, stream. Rath¬ 
er it spreads out into lagoons, stag¬ 
nates in puddles, is ponded by bea¬ 
ver dams, and in ‘general would 
not carry a sufficient amount of 
surface run-off to safely dilute the 
sewage effluent.” 

Earl Quanee later told the News 
Review that SDHMH is in the pro¬ 
cess of reevaluating the stream. 

(3) A pipeline easement across 
the NASA property for the dis¬ 
charge of effluent has not yet been 
ootained and such approval re¬ 
quires an environmental impact 
statement, according to PGEC at¬ 
torneys, Covington and Burling. 

(4) The sewage plant has no pro¬ 
vision for desalinization and nitro¬ 
gen removal and the breakpoint 
chlorination needed to inactivate 
viruses would discharge a heavy 
load of nitrogen compounds and 
chlorides. According to PGEC, 
Potomac River Enforcement Con¬ 
ference standards will require re¬ 
moval of 85% total nitrogen. 

In separate action, PGEC and 
the Greenbelt Save Our Commun¬ 
ity (SOCC) made known to newly- 
appointed county attorney Joseph 
Casula their displeasure at the 
granting by the county on March 
21, 1973 of a building permit for 
the Greenbriar project. They con¬ 
tend that the building permits 
were issued prematurely. 


In a statement after the vote, 
Lynch said that he did not want 
his vote to be construed as favor¬ 
ing the pilot project. White, who 
originally had voted with Lange 
and Volk, responded by saying 
that he was changing his vote to 
join the majority so that no one 
could construe his vote as being 
against the pilot project. 

Annual Elections 

The action of the board meant 
that the regular annual member¬ 
ship meeting and elections will 
take place in May as usual. (There 
had been talk of postponement 
for a month to permit the calling 
of a special membership meeting 
to consider the pilot project.) The 
date will be either May 16 or 23 
at the Center School. Elections will 
be held that night and the next 
day at the Youth Center. Voting 
machines will be used in both pla¬ 
ces. 

TAA Question 

What had precipitated the vote 
on postponing the pilot project was 
the recognition that if such a pro¬ 
ject were to be completed by Oc¬ 
tober, 1973, it would be necessary 
to let out architectural contracts 
immediately. This was the step 
being recommended by members

of the Planning Committee 
who urged that the archi¬ 
tectural firm of TAA be hired to 
prepare the initial design develop¬ 
ment and comparative cost esti¬ 
mates. The maximum cost for this 
stage was $7,000. 

The Subcommittee to Evaluate 
the TAA Report opposed the desig¬ 
nation of TAA as the architectural 
firm, mainly because they did not 
agree with the recommendations 
of the firm for renovating the 
frame homes. 

The decision of the hoard to 
postpone the project was focused 
less on the merits of TAA’s rec¬ 
ommendations than on two other 
factors. 

Not Enough Time 

Apparently of most influence 
was the feeling that the schedule 
proposed by members of the Plan¬ 
ning Committee was too tight and 
did not allow for such slippage as 
might occur in getting the final 
design plans, in putting out bids, 
and in contracting for and com¬ 
pleting the work which had to be 
done before the heating season be¬ 
gan. 

Unresolved Questions 

The second influencing factor 
was the feeling that there were 
just too many unresolved questions 
over which there were honest dif¬ 
ferences of opinion. These questions 
included, for example, (1) the type 
of heating system; (2) type of insul¬ 
ation for a vapor harrier; (3) need 
for air-conditioning and electrical 
heavy-up; (4) type of siding; (5) 
type of windows; (6) need for cor¬ 
recting crawl space drainage 
problem; and (7) a package ap¬ 
proach vs. a partial piecemeal ap¬ 
proach 

The arguments generated by 
these points in the two-hour dis¬ 
cussion before the vote apparently 
convinced the majority of the 
board that more time was needed 
to gather information and reach 
decisions. The board has already 
hired an engineering consultant, 
W. Norman Meyer, to provide 
detailed cost information on al¬ 
ternative heating systems. The TA- 
A Subcommittee argued that other 
consultants should now be hired 
to examine other components of 
the frame homes — structural, el- 
electrical, and plumbing systems. 
Such input, Subcommittee members 
said, was needed for the design de¬ 
velopment phase. 

Lange, chairman of the Planning 
Committee took issue with the Sub¬ 
committee approach. He stressed 
the need for one architectural firm 
to consider all the components 
together in one package, as TAA 
will. He also saw the need for plan¬ 
ning a project that will last for 
30 years and opposed what he ter¬ 
med the Subcommittee’s philos¬ 
ophy of hiring some consultants to 
patch up the frame homes for a 
few years by such devices as at-

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The GHI Pilot Project 

We believe that the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors 
did the right thing in postponing the pilot project for the renova¬ 
tion of the frame homes until 1974. There was simply not enough 
time between now and the beginning of the heating season to iron 
out all the details involved in the project. In fact, GHI will have 
to push hard to achieve construction in 1974. 

This suggests that the Subcommittee to Evaluate the TAA 
Report and the Planning Committee, the bodies charged with 
the planning for the project, must in the next few months continue 
to exert the same vigor, initiative, and imagination that they have 
exercised up to now. This is no time for relaxation of effort. We 
especially see a need for a reconciliation of views between the two 
committees if the pilot project is to gain the support of the gen¬ 
eral membership. 

Clearly, many GHI members are not satisfied that informa¬ 
tion gained to date through the structural survey conducted by the 
TAA architectural firm is sufficient for informed judgments on 
such specific questions as what type of heating system to install 
in the pilot homes. As in the case of an ailing patient, more than 
one consultation is thought desirable. 

The TAA Subcommittee has suggested that additional con¬ 
sultants be brought in to make another examination of the comp¬ 
onents of the frame homes. If their views reveal wide differences 
as to the remedies, then perhaps the pilot project can incorporate 
more than one approach. In this way it could provide a basis 
for further evaluation of the total renovation project for the 1,000 
units. And, of course, it is not completely beyond the fealm of 
possibility, that the experts may all agree on one solution! 

Some may argue that hiring additional consultants may im¬ 
pose an unnecessary expense on GHI. We believe, however, that 
such action will be worthwhile even if the consultants recom¬ 
mendations are finally used only to meet routine short-term 
patchwork maintenance required while renovation is being carried 
out. In any event, members will have the assurance that no stone 
wen t unturned in t he board’s effort to produce wise decisions.

A survey of Monday morning shoppers on the first day of the 
national meat boycott revealed strong local support. At the Green¬ 
belt Consumers Supermarket 16 out of 20 persons questioned {or 
80%) said that they would not buy meat during the week-long 
boycott. Of these same persons, 14 out of 20 ? when asked what 
their meat buying plans in the future would be if the price of 
meat did not come down, indicated that they would reduce their 
consumption of meat. 

8HI Committees Hear 
Consultant On Projest

Approximately 25 persons on 
Monday, March 26 heard an out-of- 
town consultant confer with the 
two Greenbelt Homes, Inc. f com¬ 
mittees concerned with the pilot 
renovation project for the frame 
homes. 

David Ornstein, Executive Direc¬ 
tor, Urban Renewal, Project for 
the City of Peekskill, New York, who 
has also done work in recent years 
with a development consortium, 
Raymond, Parish, and Pine, Inc., 
seemed to confirm some of the bi¬ 
ases held by both those who sup¬ 
port and oppose the TAA report. 

His long- term assessment of en¬ 
ergy problems indicated that he felt 
oil heat was probably the most fea¬ 
sible for the next twenty years. 
He felt also that it might be pos¬ 
sible to develop sufficient data in 
developmental planning to by-pass 
a pilot phase. All these views ap¬ 
pealed to opponents of the pilot 
project. 

On the other hand Ornstein sug¬ 
gested that market conditions were 
such that any considerable delay 
would be quite costly in the long 
run. His general proposed plan of 
operation, if he were to be given 
the contract for redevelopment 
pretty much paralleled the modus 
operand! proposed by The Archi¬ 
tectural Affiliation, authors of the 
TAA report. This tended to confirm 
the convictions of those who fav¬ 
ored moving ahead with the present 
plan. 

Generally speaking, Ornstein 
stated that he could not address 
many of the specific questions be¬ 
cause he had no basic information 
to go on. He offered his services 
to the corporation, but only if he 
had the whole contract. He would be 
willing to sub-contract to a speci¬ 
fic engineering and architectural 
firm designated by the official board 
however. 

Ornstein claimed that a good 
part of his particular expertise lies 
in grantsmanship—obtaining fund¬ 
ing—and that this would have to be 
faced early in the planning process 
to determine just how much ren¬ 
ovation GHI could afford to under¬ 
take. Although he indicated that 
present prospects for public funding 
were rather bleak, a great deal of 
discussion, nevertheless, centered 
on this matter. 


In fact, conversations with these 
shoppers revealed that many people 
have had their own private meat 
boycott going on for several months. 
Some indicated that tight budgets 
have simply forced them to cut down 
on meat. 

At the Giant Food Store on Green¬ 
belt Road, 5 of the 10 persons ques¬ 
tioned said they would buy no meat 
this week. The other 5 said they 
would reduce their meat purchases. 
Nine of these shoppers said they 
would continue to buy less meat 
after the boycott if the price re¬ 
mains too high. 

Five of the ten people inter¬ 
viewed at the A&P store in Belt- 
way Plaza indicated that they 
would buy no meat this week and 
would continue to buy less meat 
later on. 

Store managers, however, are 
preparing for a week of business 
as usual. Safeway manager, Gene 
Draper, said that there have been 
no changes in the meat orders for 
this week and added that last Sat¬ 
urday’s business was normal. The 
managers of Giant and A&P, how¬ 
ever, noted a sharp rise in the pur¬ 
chase of meat replacements such 
as fish and frozen foods. 

Surprisingly, at Murry’s Steaks 
in Beltway Plaza, Bill Davis the 
manager said that high meat pri¬ 
ces in the supermarkets have help¬ 
ed his business. He indicated that 
sales are up in recent months and 
explained this by pointing out the 
fact that he sells in a larger vol¬ 
ume at lower prices. 

Shoppers Predictions 

It will be some time before the 
success of the boycott can be de¬ 
termined, but some shoppers were 
in a mood to make predictions. 
“The boycott won’t work because 
the producers can hold out longer 
than the consumers,” said one. An¬ 
other said she did not know how 
long she could continue to cut 
down on meat. “I’m not saying I 
can hold out forever.” But there 
was also the determination of one 
man who, when asked what he 
would do if the price of meat stay¬ 
ed high, responded, “If it don’t 
come down, the hell with it. Eat 
beans.”

Pilot Renovation Project 

To the Editor: 

Re the GHI frame home Pilot 
Renovation Project and the Organ¬ 
izational Structure of GHI. 

The GHI board's Planning Com¬ 
mittee (chaired by Dave Lange) 
proposed to proceed with the pilot 
project even though its own TAA 
(structural survey) subcommittee 
had recommended delay until cer¬ 
tain engineering data in prepara¬ 
tion could be presented. 

It was gratifying to note the 
board’s serious consideration of 
the subject at its March 28 meet¬ 
ing. The board finally rejected 
the tight schedule presented by 
the Planning Committee and voted 
to continue planning the renova¬ 
tion project; also, to seek mem¬ 
bership approval of the pilot pro¬ 
ject m the Fall of 1973 with a 
target completion date of early 

Undoubtedly the board's decis¬ 
ion was influenced by the data pre¬ 
sented by members of the TAA 
subcommittee, particularly Hugh 
OT>onnell and Mike Smith, its 
chairman. Obviously, this commit¬ 
tee is staffed with knowledgeable 
GHI members who not only ap¬ 
plied their time and talents to the 
problem but they obtained pro¬ 
fessional advice and assistance 
from outside sources. The almost 
unanimous counsel and comment 
favoring a more realistic schedule 
by members present at the meet¬ 
ing, plus memories of ■ the town- 
house project and the capital im¬ 
provement program might have 
had some effect on the board's de¬ 
cision. 

GHI members now have another 
proposal to consider. This relates 
to the organizational structure of 
GHI and the addition of two staff 
positions. I think it would be more 
productive to take the same ap¬ 
proach as for the TAA structural 
survey. That is, form a committee 
of GHI members desirous of assist¬ 
ing in the solution of the problem 
f&r the purpose of developing an 
organizational structure for GHI 
based on the two principal jobs 
to be done: 1) maintain the pro¬ 
perties and provide services to 
members, and 2) carry out requir¬ 
ed structural rehabilitation. From 
the sums of money involved (am¬ 
ounts of up to $7 million have been 
projected) an in-depth study would 
be in order - not only of the or¬ 
ganizational structure of GHI but 
staffing the organization with the 
right people and the right skills to 
accomplish our objectives. This 
will not be the case if staffing is 
done on a piecemeal basis before 
we know the scope and details 
of the job to be done. A vote NO 
to the proposition as to whether 
we should create two new staff po¬ 
sitions at this time will give us an 
opportunity to develop an overall 
organizational plan geared to the 
two principal jobs the corpora¬ 
tion has to do, particularly in the 
case of structural rehabilitation.

Treat Trash Positively 

Instead of approaching the two 
day a week garbage pick-up In a 
negative manner, Leonio Penney, 
why not do something positive? 
Reduce your garbage. You’ll be 
surprised at how little those trash 
men will have to pick up once you 
get started. I have one bag a week 
for a family of three. 

First, the paper pick-up is not 
just newspaper. Think of it as your 
middle of the week pick-up for 
all paper; magazines, old envel¬ 
opes, cereal boxes, paper towel 
rolte and junk mail. That's 50% of 
your trash right there. 

Second, try to recycle other gar¬ 
bage. Greenbelt collects all glass at 
the maintenance office by the lake. 
It's a short drive every week to 
contribute your glass for good ra¬ 
ther than taking up your trash 
can space. The University of Mary¬ 
land operates a recycling center 
every Sunday for tin cans, a large 
part of most people's trash. Make 
it a habit to reuse, not abuse your 
waste. 

Third, some organic garbage like 
orange peels, hair, banana skins, 
potato peels, and coffee grounds 
can be used for a compost pile 
that does not attract neigborhood 
pests. Help break up the Greenbelt 
clay with natural fertilizer and 
beautify Greenbelt with your gar¬ 
bage. 

Last, what garbage you do have 
left can be compressed greatly. 
Cut milk containers in half, insert 
the top in the bottom and fill the 
empty space up. Squash egg car¬ 
oms and orange juice cans. As for 
chicken bones on Monday night, 
put them in plastic bags and tie 
shut. 

I think the two-day a week gar¬ 
bage pick-up and one day for pa¬ 
per plan is the best Greenbelt has 
come up with in a long time. Let’s 
hear it for the environment of 
our city.

PEPC O Responds 

Many thanks to your newspaper 
and your environmental writer, 
Gabe Huck, for reviewing PEP- 
OO's new '"best seller" in his 
March 15 column. 

Huck did an excellent job re¬ 
porting on our sixteen-page book¬ 
let titled “Electricity. How to Get 
the Most for your Money." How¬ 
ever, I cannot overlook his con¬ 
tention that "FEJPCO hasn't come 
round to ecology" and that we are 
"pushing for more appliances and 
dams." I think your readers should 
know, in all fairness, that PEP- 
CO has been an industry leader In 
efforts to protect the environment 
since the early 1930's, We installed 
our first fly ash removal equipment 
then, and were one of the first 
utilities in the nation to built aes¬ 
thetically pleasing substations and 
to construct extensive underground 
transmission and distribution 
lines. 

I could go on and on about our 
programs for monitoring aquatic 
life, building cooling towers, using 
low sulfur fuels at in-city plants 
and pioneering equipment to re¬ 
duce sulfur oxide emissions. Our 
environmental protection expendi¬ 
tures for generating additions will 
total about $130 million during the 
next five years alone. 

PEPCO at one time promoted 
electrical appliances as did most 
utilities throughout the country. 
This was during the period when 
we had ample reserve capacity 
and no fuel-supply problems. We 
are not currently "pushing for 
more appliances,” nor have we 
any plans to • do so. As for dams, 
we have none. We do not use hy¬ 
droelectric power on our system. 
All of our generating plants use 
either coal or oil. 

I hope you will pass this infor¬ 
mation along to Mr. Huck and as¬ 
sure him that the people at PEP¬ 
CO "came round to ecology" long 
before many people ever heard of 
the word! Anytime we can answer 
his questions about our efforts in 
the field of resource conservation, 
we’re as close as the telephone on 
his desk.

GHI Parking Problem 

I am deeply concerned that the 
GHI reports that have appeared re¬ 
cently in the News Review on the 
progress of the Frame Home Im¬ 
provement program contain no pro¬ 
posed solution to the serious park¬ 
ing problem that is prevalent in 
the GHI section of the City. 

It should be pointed out that in 
the original planning of Greenbelt 
one garage or parking space was 
provided for each three housing 
units and at the time the frame 
units were planned seven and one- 
half spaces were provided for each 
ten units. According to a 1970 cen¬ 
sus report, 44.3% of Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents had two or more automobiles 
per unit, and this indeed is a seri¬ 
ous problem. 

Not only have the frame units 
passed their life expectancy, but 
they are crowded in a serious gas 
exhaust fume pocket of the city, 
and that problem should be solved 
before any thought is given to 
spending money on revamping the 
units. This problem should not be 
the concern of GHI alone but also 
the entire community, with city 
council referring the problem to its 
planning board, for certainly P.G. 
Park and Planning Commission will 
have much to say on the subject 
before they will grant a permit for 
any renovation undertaking.

Greenbelt Labor Day Festival

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Day Care Center Proposal 
Discussed By City Council

The city council of Greenbelt met Monday evening at the 
Municipal Building to consider and discuss a proposed Child Day 
Care Center. Council was open to comments and suggestions 
on the need and requirements for such an operation in Greenbelt, 


and many were offered. 

Various parents stressed the lack 
of such facilities, citing not only 
the high percentage of working 
mothers here in Prince Georges 
County, but the need of the mother 
of small children who may desire 
to go to school, do volunteer work, 
etc., outside the home. Ample ex¬ 
amples of crowded waiting lists in 
all the day care/nursery centers 
in the Northeast Greater Washing 
ton area were provided' by various 
parents. Many references to wait 
ing lists prevailed. The feeling of 
the assembled group was that the 
need does exist, that parents in 
this community are willing to pay 
for and support this enterprise, and 
that they are willing to work with 
the city on this proposal in the 
future. 

Support came from various sour¬ 
ces. Beverly Stone described her 
involvement with a county-wide, 
county-supported study, dramatiz¬ 
ing the need for.such a center in 
Greenbelt. . Suzanne Batra, Presi¬ 
dent of the North Prince Georges 
Chapter of the National Organiza 
tion for Women (NOW), submitted 
a comment of approval from that 
organization, and Dennis Laskin, 
owner of the Greenbelt Town & 
Country School in Springhill Lake 
offered to aid in any way the City 
Council or any committee appointed 
by the council in determining the 
particular requirements for this sort 
of enterprise. He also stated his 
plans for opening more day care 
centers with one to be located at 
Prince George’s Community College 
campus this summer and another 
at the Greenbriar Community Cen¬ 
ter, with the latter opening pending 
completion of that building. 

Funding Discussed 
The question of funding was 
raised, with again several sugges¬ 
tions offered, Ms. Batra listed 
several private sources, such as 
Bankers Trust Co., of New York, 
the Chase Manhattan Bank of New 
York. National Council of Jewish 
Women, Metropolitan Life Insur 
ance Co., etc., to name a few, which 
have funds available for helping 
groups establish such centers. Dis¬ 
cussion was also raised concerning 
the possibilities of Federal assis¬ 
tance or grants. This prospect, 
however, appeared bleak because of 


the present cutback situation in 
that quarter. The possibility of local 
business concerns raising scholar¬ 
ships to aid the proposed plan of a 
‘'sliding scale” payment program 
was also suggested. The “sliding 
scale” method of payment would 
be based on ability to pay. 

Couneilwoman Rhea Cohen pro¬ 
posed immediate action by the City 
in the form of a coupon-type adver¬ 
tisement to be run in the News Re¬ 
view requesting pertinent informa¬ 
tion from the citizens of the area 
who might be using this facility. 
She also suggested that a tempor¬ 
ary committee be appointed to 
compile and utilize the results of 
this form of community contact. 
Mayor Richard Pilski appeared to 
think this action premature pending 
study into the preparation required 
for readying the Ridge Road Center 
for such a use. Ms. Cohen stated 
she had determined from the city 
that the facility could accommodate 
from 35 to 40 children full time 
with four or five staff members. 

Councilman Charles Sehwan 
stressed the fact that the city coun¬ 
cil has decided nothing and urged 
the people of Greenbelt to organize 
themselves to prepare and present 
a draft to the council for the pur¬ 
pose of answering questions for 
and giving guidance to the council. 

Mayor Pilski stated that the coun¬ 
cil will ask the city staff to com¬ 
pute the cost of preparing the Ridge 
Road Center for use as a day care 
facility. He also promised action 
on this matter, without committing 
himself to a set schedule, because of 
budget meetings this month. He also 
stated that if the city budget does 
not include funds for a day care 
center, the prospect of getting the 
facility this year will be slight.

tempting to use the present heat¬ 
ing pipes and radiators. 

Deplores Delay in Project 
As for the schedule's being too 
tight, Lange said that all the un¬ 
resolved questions could be settled 
in the next few months. He reit¬ 
erated that GHI will be making 
all the decisions, not TAA, with 
regard to type of heating system, 
air-conditioning, and other design 
questions. He deplored the loss of 
a year in the project, citing the 
many frame homes that have ser¬ 
ious mildew or structural damage. 
He said that every day’s delay 
makes it that much costlier to 
maintain these deteriorating 
homes. 

Many of the board members who 
voted for a delay in the project 
shared Lange's concern over the 
effects of a delay. But, as express¬ 
ed by Smith, Weyel, and Shinder- 
man, they also were concerned that 
it would be difficult to get mem¬ 
bership approval of the project un¬ 
less all the loose ends were wrap¬ 
ped up first. The time schedule 
proposed by the planning commit¬ 
tee had called for a special mem¬ 
bership meeting in early May, at 
a time when information on many 
questions would still be lacking. 
White took a somewhat different 
tack in that he favored a member¬ 
ship meeting as soon as possible 
so that the board would have mem¬ 
bership approval before going too 
far. 

TAA Subcommittee members felt 
that the corporation could still use 
the 1973 season to engage in some 
small-scale renovation work involv¬ 
ing perhaps those frame homes 
that are in the worst condition. They 
thought that for these homes 
some experiments could be under¬ 
taken involving conversion to a 
hot water (hydronic) system of 
heating.

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CHI Members Speak Up 
On CMP Recommendations

An open hearing attended by some 40 Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
members on implementation of the Cresap, McCormick and Paget 
(CMP) management audit recommendations was held at the North 
End School on March 27, Charlie Brown of the audit committee 
presiding. A second meeting, with many of the same members 
attending was held at the city council chambers on March 29, Jim 
Foster, chairman of the audit committee, presiding. The same 
agenda was followed at both meetings. _ 


There was general agreement 
that the board should remain at its 
present size of nine members for 
a 2-year term of office. Some people 
felt that the board members should 
not run for re-election, and there 
was minor sentiment for limitations 
on the term of office. 

Audit Committee 

Varied opinions were expressed 
on CMP’s recommendation to dis¬ 
solve the audit committee. Although 
members at both meetings wanted 
to keep the audit committee, a 
lengthy discussion ensued on its 
value over the years. Eunice Cox- 
on said the audit committee “had 
not acted as a watchdog . . . and 
has been remiss in its duties”. 
Gordon Allen suggested that the 
audit committee be incorporated 
into the board. 

Board member Tom White ap¬ 
plauded the audit committee as a 
good training ground for future 
board members. He pointed out that 
the audit committee has neither 
sweeping pbwers nor was it a waste 
of time; there was great potential 
in the committee. “But we can’t 
guarantee that each audit commit¬ 
tee will be a shining example of 
an ombudsman,” he concluded. 

After some confusion on the part 
of members in distinguishing the 
very diverse roles of the audit com¬ 
mittee and the auditor, it was sug¬ 
gested that the name of the audit 
committee be changed to (for ex¬ 
ample), supervisory committee. 

Staff Changes 

Other discussion centered around 
staff changes — the addition of two 
new positions and reorganization of 
presently-authorized staff positions. 
Several members commented that 
the membership lacks the data re¬ 
quired to determine personnel needs 
and availability of funds — that 
only the board can make such de¬ 
cisions. There were bouquets “GHI 
is served by a dedicated staff and 
board members” and brickbats . . . 
“GHI has outgrown its manager” 
with aspersions cast on the qualifi¬ 
cations and abilities of the corpor¬ 
ation’s “top personnel”. 

There was little opposition on 
the need for an accountant. 

Member Relations 

In regard to hiring a director of 
member relations, Martha Hutzler 
claimed that GHI cannot afford 
$14,000 for this position; she urged 
that the board members in rotation 
should handle member relations at 
no additional cost to the corpora¬ 
tion. In reply board president Jim 
Smith noted that 32 evenings out 
of the past 90 days have been con¬ 
sumed with GHI business. 

Director Janet James pointed out 
that a member relations director 
would be able to go out and identify 
problems before they become acute. 
Roberta McNamara made the point 
that a member relations director 
is needed on the staff for contin¬ 
uity and objectivity — a perma¬ 
nent employee, not a member, and 
not subject to change from season 
to season. 

Charles Schwan said that em¬ 
ploying such a person would save 
money by taking care of problems 
that now consume much of the time 
of top management, while actual 
management duties suffer. 

Norman Charles expressed dis¬ 
may that the proposed member re¬ 
lations director would report to 
the manager instead of to the 
board. Mat Amberg explained that 
a change in by-laws would be nec¬ 
essary if a GHI employee reported 
to board. The manager, he noted, 
has administrative control over all 
GHI business with the authority to 
hire or discharge all employees. 

In a straw vote at the city offices 
meeting, only about 4 people voted 
against the addition of a director 
of member relations out of about 
40 present. 


Staff Engineer 

Controversy arose over the 
board’s proposal for a staff engin¬ 
eer and a director of maintenance 
both reporting to the general man¬ 
ager (instead of to the present di¬ 
rector of engineering and assistant 
director of engineering). 

Hugh O’Donnell urged that the 
director of maintenance should re¬ 
port to the director of engineering. 
Routine maintenance cannot prop¬ 
erly be separated from planning 
and engineering, he insisted. Ben 
Hogensen supported the board's po¬ 
sition that engineering and main¬ 
tenance should both report to the 
general manager. In a show of 
hands, the majority of members 
present also appeared to support 
the board’s proposal. 

There was some feeling that the 
board should hire a full-time en¬ 
gineer also, not just a part-time 
person hired on a consulting basis 
to deal with specific problems. Da¬ 
vid Lange reiterated the board’s 
position that the corporation would 
be better served by a diversity of 
talent rather than the skills of just 
one engineer. 

White noted that if the board 
implemented all of CMP’s original 
recommendations, the increase in 
salaries would be from 50-75 thou¬ 
sand dollars. 

Denouement 

Both meetings were rigidly chair¬ 
ed, with members asked to speak 
only on the agenda items as they 
came up in turn. When, at the 
North End meeting, Ben Elkins 
sought to read a letter discussing 
the entire CMP report he was ruled 
out of order, but given time at the 
end of the meeting to deliver his 
remarks to whomever stayed to 
listen. 

Although a few members did 
leave, Elkins had nearly a full au¬ 
dience to deliver a diatribe on both 
the CMP report and GHI itself, 
board and management. He felt 
“more staff meant more trouble”, 
that two thirds of the membership 
were alienated from management”, 
“that GHI was stumbling and fal¬ 
ling.” When he began to compare 
the corporation to the movements 
of a worm, describing these move¬ 
ments in detail, most people headed 
for the doors, and did not hear his 
final recommendation for ombuds¬ 
men committees made up of mem¬ 
bers from the brick, frame, mason¬ 
ry and free-standing homes respec¬ 
tively. 

St. Hughs Wins CYO 
Basketball Championship 

In an exciting playoff finale re¬ 
cently, St. Hugh’s boys team de¬ 
throned a scrappy Holy Redeemer 
quintet 40 - 30 to capture the Jun¬ 
ior II division title. Holy Redeem¬ 
er had been champions for the last 
two years. 

Russell Maffay’s offensive perfor¬ 
mance was his best of the season 
pouring in 26 points. Mike O’Dris¬ 
coll and Mike Kelly hit 8 and 4 
points respectively, while Joe O’- 
Laughlin’s rebounding and Chris 
Francis’ ballhandling were also sig¬ 
nificant factors in the victory. 

The following members compiled 
a perfect 11-0 record in CYO reg¬ 
ular season and playoff competi¬ 
tion: Mike D’Brien, Gary Stratch- 
ko, Steve Fisanish, Mark White, 
John Yakupkovic, Bob Eny, Terry 
Shaughnessy, and Paul Tousignant. 

In another game also held re¬ 
cently, the boys almost had enough 
energy left to squeak past a tough 
Junior I Queen of Peace team in 
the quarterfinals of the St. Alban’s 
Invitational Tournament, but came 
up short by the score 35 - 32. Maf- 
fay, O’DriscoIl, Kelly, and O’Brien 
connected for 13, 9, 7 and 3 points 
respectively in a great second effort. 
Maffay’s tournament play earned 
him a berth on the all-tournament 
team.
